Threats of air 
tieup, full 
postal strike

TEL AVIV. — No mail, no planes 
and maybe very little of .anything 
else. 

These were the gloomy predic- 
tions made here yesterday as the 
"vicious circle" of strikes, touched 
off last summer by the nurses and 
doctors and then the hospital 
workers, took a further turn for the 
worse. 

Post office workers — on the se- 
cond day of a three-day warning 
stoppage — announced yesterday 
that they would launch a full-fledged 
strike unless their demands are met 
within ten days. And at the same 
time, air-traffic controllers said they 
would sidestep the back-to-work 
orders issued against them by the 
courts. 

The traffic controllers explained 
that they were “emotionally keyed 
up" by being under duress and "in 
dire need of medical attention." As 
their labour contract entitles them to 
absent themselves from work 
withbut prior notice to seek medical 
help, this implies they might walk off 
en 7nas*e and hamstring flight 
schedules until their demands to 
have their status equalized with the 
rest of the civil aviation personnel 
are met. 

. At another. labour sore-spot, the 
Haifa port customs house, 
employed* . Forking, under- emergen- 
cy orders were yesterday keeping to 
their tow output of about one-fifth of 
the usual. 

The Treasury’s announcement 
that, from yesterday, importers 
would be able to clear goods without 
going through customs if they 
deposited approximate sums due in

WASHINGTON. — President Garter 
said yesterday he Is nominating 
Adm. Stansfleld Turner, com- 
mander of Nato forces in Southern 
Europe, as Central Intelligence 
Agency director. 

Turner, S3, was picked by Carter 
after the President's initial nomina- 
tion of former Kennedy aide Theor- 
do re Sorensen was withdrawn under 
strong opposition in the Senate. 

Carter and Turner were 
classmates at the U.S. Naval 
Academy In the 1940a, but press 
secretary Jody Powell said Carter 
"hardly knew" Turner while they 
were at Annapolis. 

Turner, commander in chief of 
allied forces in Southern Europe 
with headquarters at Naples, will not 
have to retire from military service 
to take the top post In the CIA. 

Powell said Carter met Turner last 
week to discuss the appointment, but 
Turner was not present for the an- 
nouncement yesterday. 

As for whether Turner’s expertise 
on the Soviet naval buildup was a 
factor In his appointment, Powell 
said "the President has expressed 
public Interest In that situation ... the 
President has publicly expressed his 
concern about-the relative strength 
(of the Soviet navy) not so much the 
existing relationship but the future." 

Powell said Carter “has complete 
trust in him ... based on his conver- 
sations with him,” adding “he ob- 
viously respected and admired 
him." 


Vance sees 
Dinitz and 
Arab envoys

WASHINGTON. — Israel Am- 
bassador Sinacha Dinitz emerg- 
ed from a 45-minute meeting 
with Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance lest night, saying that the 
U.S. is continuing its efforts to 
resolve the dispute over the in- 
troduction of Syrian forces into 
the Southern Lebanese town of 
Nabatiya. 

Informed sources here disclosed 
that Vance has not yet received a 
final reply from the Syrians. Vance 
assured Dinitz that he would attempt 
to speed up the process In order to 
resolve the dispute satisfactorily. 

Meeting with reporters. Dinitz also 
said that he has no tndfr-nHqn what- 
soever that the Carter Administra- 
tion will refuse to honour arms com- 
mitments to Israel made by the Fbrd 
Administration. He said that press 
reports suggesting UR. opposition to 
the sale of Cad-72 cluster bombs to 
Israel does not accurately reflect the 
position of the Administration. 

It was learned here last night that 
Vance once again assured Dinitz 
that the Administration’s review of 
all outstanding U.S. arms com- 
mitments would not necessarily 
affect the cluster bomb sale. 

Regarding tins BA derision to 
block the sale of Kflr tighten to 
Ecuador, Dinitz said that he had pat 
forward some ^ informa- 

tion to Vance on this subject, ex- 
pressing hope that the UJL might yet 
reconsider its derision. Bat Israel 
sources here conceded that the only 
hope Israel now 1ms over concluding 
such a sale would be far Ecuador to 
wait patiently and not purchase a 
substitute aircraft, while Israel tries 
to convince Washington to recon- 
sider — on nnUkely development. 

On Lebanon. Dinitz said Israel will 
remain in close contact with the U.S. 
Asked whether the U.S. has assured 
Israel that the Syrians will withdraw 
their troops from Nabatiya, Dinitz 
replied that the U.S. cannot give any 
such assurances. He denied that 
Israel has given the Syrians a 
deadline to remove their troops. 

Earlier, Vance saw the Arab am- 
bassadors of the countries which he 
will visit on his Middle East tour 
from February U to 21. 

State Department spokesman 
Frederick Brown said that Vance 
met with the envoys of Egypt, Syria, 
Jordan, Lebanon Saudi Arabia 
as well as with Dinitz in order to 
prepare far his Middle East trip. 


Guerrillas in Rhodesia 
slay eight missionaries 


SALISBURY. — About a dozen black 
nationalist guerrillas who said, “we 
want our country." gathered eight 
white Catholic mJaaionartos on a dirt 
road on Sunday night and shot seven 
of them to death, the lone surviving 
priest said yesterday. 

■Three ct the dead were Jesuit 
priests, aged 34 toSff, from England, 
Ireland and Kenya. The other vic- 
tims included three nuns from West 
Germany and one from England. 
They were aged between 88 and 76. 

They were all working at the large, 
sprawling Bom Joseph's mission, 
founded in 1923, in (isolated country 
on the Mangwende tribal trust land 
about 80 km. east of Salisbury. The 
mission was 25 km. from the nearest 
European settlement. 

Father Dunstan My e raco ugh, 85. 
from Preston, England, said he sur- 
vived only because he fell to the 
ground “from Instinct" when the 
guerrillas started firing from Soviet- 
made automatic weapons. He was 
not bit. He described the incident as 
"aensdless, Insane, brutal killings." 

Myerscough told reporters that 
shortly before 10 p.m. on Sunday 
someone knocked on his door, asking 
him to come out. "I opened the door 


and walked Into the wrong end of a 
gun." the priest said. 

He said he was confronted by 
about four or five guerrillas who had 
a group of half a dozen nuns and 
priests, huddled with them. All were 
taken down about irJO metres to a dirt 
road and told to stind there. 

"Eventually the terrorists decided 
on a firing party of three who opened 
fire while the others left the scene. 
The burst of firing came as' a com- 
plete surprise." Father Myerscough 
said. Be flung himself to the gretand 
when the shooting started and he es- 
caped unhurt. \ 

Pope Paul yesterday denounced' 
the incident as a "detestable act of 
violence." A cable sent onhis behalf 
to the Archbishop of Salisbury. 
Msgr. Patrick Chakalpa, said he was 
praying that "a stable peace in 
justice may reign in all the area 
affected by this atrocious act." 

The Roman Catholic Church has 
been sharply critical of Rhodesia’s 
white-minority government and its 
policies. But last December 
guerrillas killed a retired bishop, a 
nun and a priest after stopping their 
car north of Bulawayo. Another nun 
survived the attack. (UPI, Reuter)

Another director, Benno Gitter, 
said that the money raised by the IC 
from foreign investors was In fact all 
invested In Israel according to the 
law. Whatever fiscal Incentives were 
earned on such investments were 
earned legally, he said. 

If there was such a thing as "cir- 
cular investment” (with the same 
capital entering and leaving) this en- 
tailed loans, not investments, and it 
did not draw fiscal Incentives from 
the Israel Treasury. 

Gitter said that he and the other 
directors of the IC knew nothing, 
about the collapse of Tibor Rosen- 
baum's affairs which led to the 
revelations regarding director- 
general Michael Tzur and the miss- 
ing moneys. 

He said that although Tzur 
reported on the collapse to the late 
Finance Minister Pinhas Sapir in 
September 1974, neither Tzur nor 
Sapir told the IC board. He only 
hoard that the State Comptroller was 
probing the IC in November 1971, 
and when he asked Tzur what the 


Comptroller's report concerned, 
Tzur replied: "Just technical 
defecta." 

Israel Gal-Edd. the new IC 
director-general, explained the 
stricter control procedures in- 
troduced after the Tzur affair, and 
said that Tzur returned some J1.4m 
which he took for himself in the form 
of commissions and deposited in 
Europe. Half of this sum was return- 


ed to the IC and half to the West Ger- 
man investors. Gal-Edd said.. 

A Committee member. Zalm an 
Shoval (Likud-La'am) said that 
neither the Comptroller norTzur had 
yet accounted for many millions of 
missing moneys, and the question of 
whether these funds had gone to 
olitical parties — as Baron 
thschfld said and later withdrew 
1 — could not be glossed over In- 
definitely. 
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WASHINGTON. — The State 
Department yesterday officially 
disclosed that the UA has block- 
ed Israel’s proposed sale of 24 
Kflr fighter bombers to 
Ecuador. 

State Department spokesman 
Frederick Brown told reporters 
that the Department had 
"concluded that approval of this 
particular sale vrould run con- 
trary to our policy against the 
transfer of advanced and 
sophisticated aircraft to Latin 
America.” 

Under U.S. law, Israel must win 
U.S. perxnlufon to export Kfirs to 
third countries because the fighter 
uses toe American-made General 
Electric J-79 engine. Several weeks 
ago, Israel asked for permission to 
sell 24 Kfirs to Ecuador, valued at a 
base price of approximately $xoum. 
The deal with Ecuador had been 
firmly signed by Israel and Ecuador 
and was merely awaiting U.S. con- 
sent. 

Spokesman Brown said that U.S. 
disapproval of the sale re p rese n ted a 
“long-standing policy going back at 
least 35 years." He said that the U.S. 
has "decided against" the Israel 
request after giving it "very serious 
consideration." 

He said that the U.S. would also op- 
pose a reported French sale of 
Mirage 7-1 fighters to Ecuador or 
the introduction of 8oviet aircraft 


there. "We ore against aims sales 
that would Introduce that kind of 
equipment into Latin America," be 
said. 

But the TJ-S. could not block such. 
French or Soviet sales because they 
do not include U.S.-supplied com-,

Just before ,tjie State 
Department's disclosure, Israel of- 
ficials here sought to give the im- 
pression that toe UJS. rejection of the 

Kfir sale was sot final. They said 
they would continue to work towards

Ecuador had given Israel a deadline 
over toe weekend of securing U.S. 
approval and that the deadline has 
not been met. Apparently. Ecuador 
will now purchase French Mirage 
planes. 

. Ihe department spokesman said 
that any additional Israel requests to 
sell Kfirs to third countries would be 
considered on a “case-by-case 
basis’.” 

He did not know whether the U.S. 
had tried to sell Ecuador U.S. -made 
F-5Es, only to have Ecuador reject 
toe U.S. plane, preferring instead 
the Israel Kfir, as has been reported. 

Brown said that U.S. law is very 
clear In stipulating that any foreign 
sale that includes a major U.S. com- 
ponent must be submitted to 
Washington for approval and each 
proposed sale will be considered on 
its merits.

The sources were critical of what 
they termed the “American aviation 
lobby" and said that the sale of the 
Kfirs to Ecuador had now become a 
test case and an issue of vital con- 
cern not only to the Israel aircraft in- 
dustry but also to all of the country's 
manufacturing enterprises. 

If the deal with Ecuador will not 
come off, neither the French nor toe 
U.S. companies are likely to fill the 
breach. Authoritative sources here 
say that the Russians will 
presumably he only too happy to 
supply Mlgs. 

The "net" package price for toe 
Kfirs is believed to range around 
3150m. — which brings the price of 
the planes up to |5.25m. or just 32m. 
more than the "aakingpriee" for the 
first Kfir generation offered on the 
world markets a year ago. At this 
price the Kfir still is a bargain buy, 
offering sophisticated electronics 
and exceptional versatility. 

“If the Ecuador deal doesn't come 
through We can forget about other 
foreign customers as well. We can't 
expect customers wanting to buy 
Israel hardware, or for the matter 
any other product, to go ask Uncle 
Sam first,” a senior official said. 


Israel makes changes in F-l 5

Israel has made several basic 
changes to the F-15’s it has on order 
from the McDonnell Douglas Cor- 
poration, The Jerusalem Post has 
reliably learned.

Israel has 25 F-15's on order, three 
of which have arrived in this coun- 
try. The rest, according to the U.S. 
X>cfence Department report to 
Congress last year, will start arriv- 
ing in Israel towards the end of this 
year, and supply will continue for a 
period of under one year, 
culminating mld-1978. 

U.S. sources expect Israel to 
purchase more F-lB's in the near 


future. Former Defence Secretary 
Donald Rumsfeld, in his posture 
statement for 1978, said the fly-away 
cost of more F-15's if ordered before 
April 1977, will be around 312m., as 
compared to the almost 325m. unit 
cost of the first 25 planes that Israel 
purchased. 

If Israel decides to order more F- 
35’s the decision would be prompted 
by toe current high cost of the F-16 
which the country has decided to 
purchase as its next generation 
fighter. If Israel can postpone its 
order for F-i6's until the turn of the 
decade, it was explained, the unit 
cost per aircraft would' be between 
25-30 per cent less than If the plane 
was ordered next year. 

The acquisition of more F-15'a 
would provide ‘an interim stop-gap 
measure which would cover the 
Israel Air Force until the supply of 
cheaper F-18 ’b was possible.

Gideon Rafael briefs

LONDON. — Israel’s ambassador 
met with Prime Minister James 
riniiaghnri yesterday. Sources said 
the meeting had been scheduled 
some time ago. Callaghan apparent- 
ly told Ambassador Gideon Rafael 
that his government would continue 
to ppursue its traditionally friendly 
policy toward Israel. 

The sources say that Rafael brief- 
ed Callaghan on Israel’s position on 
the latest diplomatic activities In the 
Middle East, and that the conversa- 
tion centred on Britain's position 
regarding EEC relationships with 
the Middle East. 

The impression was given that, as 
far as the Arab boycott is concerned, 
British government policy of leaving 
the response to the judgment of the 
firm concerned is unlikely to change.

Post Economics Editor 

Compulsory (no-fault) car in- 
surance premiums will be reduced 
by 12-14 per cent and the excess 
amounts paid will be refunded by the 
insurance companies within 90 days, 
Ben-Ami SSuckerman, the new In- 
surance Commissioner, -told the 
press yesterday. But the reductions 
for closed, commercial vehicles and 
heavy trucks will 'be substantially 
higher — between 23 and 82 per cent. 

Premiums will henceforth be 
payable in two instalments, half on 
the date of issue of the policy and 
half four months later. No interest 
will be charged. 

The cuts in Insurance premiums, 
which will come Into force within a 
few days (after the appropriate or- 
dinance Is gazetted), wnre approved 
yesterday by the Knesset Finance 
Committee. No interest will be paid 
on these refunds. However, if they 
are not made within 90 days, the in- 
surers will have to pay interest from 
the 61st day from publication of the 
ordinance at a rate close to the 
market rate. Dr. Zuckerman said. 

In lieu of the interest, which for 
each car owner would amount to a 
trifling amount and which would in- 
volve high costs of calculation in 
each Individual case, the Insurance 
companies will pay a lump sum to be 
established by the Treasury. The 
money will be devoted to accident 
prevention and safety. 

In reply to questions. Dr. Zucker- 
man explained that the former 
system of rebates for no-claim vehi- 
cle owners, which were as high as 36 
per cent of the normal premium, 
could not be maintained under the 
compulsory insurance law because 
the element of negligence and 
culpability no longer affects the pay- 
ment or non-payment of claims. 


Nevertheless, he added, the 
Finance Committee had demanded 
consideration for careful drivers and 
asked the Treasury to present 
proposals for differential premiums 
by August l. The insurance Com- 
missioner further said that the 
Treasury will evaluate the working 
of the scheme every six months. 

Premiums will be adjusted to the 
Cbst-of-Living Index every January 
and July, but at the request of the 
Knesset finance Committee no addi- 
tion will be made before next 
September. The first adjustment of 
premiums for changes in the Cost-of- 
. Living index will therefore be made 
only in January 1978. 

Dr. Zuckerman explained that, 
since claims will he linked to the 
{nice level, it is necessary to link 
premiums as welL However.' these 
adjustments will not affect valid 
policies — only renewals or new 
policies issued after the date of ad- 
justment. He admitted that this 
might lead to a bunching of policy 
renewals shortly before the dates 
when, adjustments are due. 

With regard to the substantial 
reductions el premiums tor heavy 
trucks. Dr. Zuckerman said that this 
was justified because these vehicles 
canted a lower risk, being involved 
in fewer accidents. 

According to the Statistical 
Abstract, the number of trucks in- 
volved In accidents, per million 
kilometres driven, was 1-9, com- 
pared with t.l for private cars, 8.2 
lor taxis and 3J5 for buses. The 
difference between the accident 
rates for tracks and- private cars 
does not appear to Justify the trucks' 
huger discount — which is more

Houphouet said to have met 
with Eliav, PLO in Paris

PARIS. — Israeli Peace Council 
leader Arye Eliav and Palestine 
Liberation Organization official 
Issam Sartawl met Ivory Coast 
President Felix Houphouet-Boigny 
together in France a few days before 
the Geneva talks between tbe 
African statesman and Israel 
Premier Yitzhak Rabin last Friday, 
it was reported here yesterday. 

Diplomatic sources said the en- 
counter took place at Marnesla- Co- 
quette, a swank Paris Suburb. 

An Ivory Coast Embassy 
spokesman told The Jerusalem 
Post: ,r We cannot confirm there has 
been a meeting between President 
Houphouet and the Israeli and PI/) 
representatives. But is is highly like- 
ly. 

“The president often holds secret 
meetings outside the embassy in 
which neither tbe ambassador nor 
his staff are involved.” 

“Le Monde” quoted Eliav as say- 
ing after the meeting that the Ivory 
Coast President had voiced bis total 
support for the programme of the 
Israeli Council for Israel-Palestinian 
Peace. 

Houphouet had said creation of an 
independent Palestinian state was a 
crucial element in achieving a Mid- 
dle East settlement, “Le Monde” 
added. 


The newspaper said that, accor- 
ding to Eliav, who has been conduc- 
ting talks with PLO officials An* the 
past two weeks in Paris. Houphouet 
said he wished to renew talks with 
Israeli Peace Council members after 
a tour of Arab capitals. 

“Le Monde” quoted Eliav as 
saying: “My contacts are bound to 
continue at a higher level. Each day 
shows zne timt a realistic and honest 
attitude on the Palestinian question 
opens doors to os which are usually 
closed to Israelis.” 

The Israel Embassy and the PLO 
office in, Paris said they had no. 
knowledge of the meeting between 
Houphouet, Eliav and the PLO.. 

Meanwhile, according to Reuter, 
the Kuwait newspaper aa Al- 
Siyassah” said yesterday Rabin’s 
talks with Houphouet-Boigny might 
lead to a direct dialogue between 
-Israel and the PLO. 


Quoting French and Palestinian 
sources, the paper said Israel was 
prepared to give substantial con- 
cessions to the Palestinians in ex- 
change for a speedy peace agree- 
ment. 

Such an agreement would exclude 
tbe other Arab states and allow the 
Palestinians to setup a state of their 
own, the newspaper said.

Histadrut trades union chief Uriel 
Abrahamowicz has blamed tbe 
Manufacturers Association for the 
situation. By turning down a 
Histadrut proposal for a package 
deal — which would have frozen 
prices, taxes and salaries at their 
present contract levels — they clos- 
ed off a way out of the spate of 
prevailing labour disputes, he said 
yesterday. 

Abrahamowicz stressed that so far 
the differences had been contained 
within the public services and bad 
not spread to the manufacturing sec- 
tors. 

He believed that a package deal 
could have become a major con- 
tribution to maiming the situation 
and bringing it back under control. 
One of the underlying causes of tbe 
pres-ent labour problems, 
Abrahamowicz added, had been the 
implementation of tbe Barkai Com- 
mittee's recommendations, which 
had done away with the "specific 
pay allowances” paid to various 
groups. 

“Cutting workers’ salaries Is 
always a very delicate operation," 
be noted. 

The coming elections were another 
fermenting agent in the disputes, he 
said, but he did not believe the situa- 
tion was any worse today than it had 
been in 1964-65. 


The Histadrut was now attempting 
to^cope with, the situation by a series 
of steps, the most lxnpornbt of which 
was a probe of the Cavil Service sec- 
tor and its wage structure. He believ- 
ed a general price, tax and wage 
freeze was the most likely solution to 
the problem,. and said tbe Histadrut 
and Government were agreed on 
this. 

Meanwhile, the executive com- 
mittee of the Manufacturers 
Association called an emergency 
meeting for late yesterday afternoon 
in order to discuss what it considered 
to be the "collapse of the national 
economy as a result of labour dis-.

At a stormy meeting of tbe ex- 
ecutive, angry industrialists called 
on tbe Government to declare an 
economic state of e m ergency and 
suggested that the employers im- 
pose their own forms of sanctions 
against the Government for failing 
to control the situation. 

One suggestion was that the 
employers withhold tax, VAT and 
National Insurance payments, and 
deposit them in a special fund until 
the situation on the labour front is 
restored to normal.

Discrimination in housing 
against elderly from West

TEL AVIV. — A government housing 
policy discriminates against elderly 
people from Western countries, a 
Ministry of Absorption 
spokeswoman conceded yesterday. 

Under the policy, government flats 
In the centre of the country are ear- 
marked for young people, and elder- 
ly immigrants from Iron Curtain 
countries. 

Elderly Westerners who do not 
have money to purchase apartments 
have no choice but to live in develop- 
ment towns, the spokeswoman ad- 
mitted. 

The policy was first brought to the 
attention of The Jerusalem Post by a 
young man from South Africa whose 
parents, newly arrived olim, are 
facing a housing problem. 

"I can understand how the policy 
was made," the South African said. 
He asked that his name be withheld 
because his parents were pleased 
with the welcome they received in 
Israel. "Olim from the West usually 


have money and can buy flats with 
the help of a mortgage. But my 
parents have only enough savings to 
buy furniture," he said. He 

added that he planned to write to the 
appeals committee in his parents* 
behalf. 

The h oni n g problem came up ac- 
cidentally in a conversation 
emphasizing what a wonderful 
welcome the South African couple 
had received. “I myself have been 
here 12 years and I expected my 
parents to have a hard time with the 
bureaucrats. But even customs of- 
ficials working under back-to-work 
orders w ent out of their way to be 
helpful'” their son said. 

His mother, who Is over 60, even 
got a Job. “I went with them to the 
hank to open an account and I asked 
the man Jokingly if he could use my 
mother as a typist. He picked up the 
phone and arranged a job for her at a' 
neighbouring branch." the man said.

Navon cautions ILK. Jews 
on invitations to Cairo

‘Baby boom 5 among Samaritans 


HO LON. — The Samaritans, who 
constitute the world's smallest 
ethnic group and who have longbeen 
considered a dying community, have 
been experiencing a baby boom 
since 1067. Of about 470 Samaritans 
in the world today. 102 were bom 
after the Six Day War. 

"For centuries we were treated as 
a soon-to-be-extinct species, but 
lamentation and eulogies were ap- 
parently premature," Benyamlm 
Tsedaka, editor of the Samaritan bi- 
weekly “A-B" and one of the leaders 
of Hoi on 'a Samaritans, yesterday 
told The Jerusalem Post "We may 
not be entirely off the extinction- 
danger Hat, but we have in recent 
years been rejuvinated as never 
before.” he stated. 

The world's Samaritans are con- 
centrated in two cities — Holon and 
Nablus. Some 230 Samaritans reside 
In the Tel Aviv suburb ; about 240 live 
near their holiest site, Mount 
Gerizim. 

According to Tsedaka, for years 
the Samaritans have been an aging 
community with a low birth rate. 
"Now we can be said to be one of the 
youngest communities in the world 
with over a fifth of our population un- 
der the age of 10,” be says.

Tsedaka attributes the increased 
birth rate "to the favourable 
political atmosphere which the Six 
Day War brought to the Samaritans. 
It removed all limitations on contact 
between the two Samaritan centres 
and freed Shechem's i Nablus') 
Samaritans from discrimination and 
economic pressure.” 

Tsedaka told The Post that in 1948 
there were some SOO Samaritans in 
the world. Twenty years later the 
community had increased by only 90. 
"Now, In less than 10 years, our pop- 
ulation rose by 102.” he says. 

There were 29 Samaritan deaths in 
the past 10 years. 

Tsedaka said that, despite the 
natural increase, the biggest danger 
to Samaritan survival remains the 
Inexplicable imbalance between 
males and females in the communi- 
ty. At present, there are five males 
to every three females. 

Of the 42 youngsters born in Holon 
since 1967, 28 are boys and 14 are 
girls. But of the 60 born in Nablus, 
the girls barely outnumber boys, by 
31 to 29. 

Tsedaka points out that there are 


relatively few marriages between 
Samaritans of the two cities. “Years 
of living apart have resulted in a 
different mentality, and the young 
men in Holon are especially unlikely 
to seek mates in Shecbexn," he ex- 
plains. In order to survive, the 
Samaritans will have to c ontinue 
counting on marriages to Jewish 
girls, he believes. 

Tsedaka, the father of two. Is 
married to a Jewess. The only 
marriages to outsiders permitted by 
Samaritan religious law are to Jews. 

The Samaritans consider 
themselves descendents of the tribes 
of Ephraim and Menashe, and the 
Jews as descendants of the tribe of 
Judah. 

Tsedaka notes that in the year 1 
there were about 750.000 Samaritans 
in this country. The number had 
dwindled to 300,000 by the seventh 
century, when the Arabs conquered 
the land. Following years of persecu- 
tion under Moslem rule, only 146 in- 
dividual Samaritans remained by 
the time the British Mandate began 
in 1917. 

Today the Samaritans are divided 
into four extended-family groups 
with about 90 family units. 


LONDON. — A warning to Jewish 
leaders in the Diaspora not to fail for 
Arab blandishments, such as in- 
vitations to Cairo, was so unde d here, 
on Sunday by Yitzhak Navon. 

The chairman of the Knesset 
Defence and Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee told the 1977 Jewish Solidarity 
Conference with Israel, meeting at 
Heathrow Airport Hotel, that such 
moves were merely designed to 
drive a wedge between Israel and 
world Jewry. 

Navon said that ' Jews, in the 
Diaspora had a right to criticize 
what was happening In Israel as part 
of the Israel-Diaspora relationship. 
But, he stressed, this did not apply to 
defence matters, about which they 
did not always have the fullest 
details. 

They were certainly welcome to 
.discuss Anglo-Israel relations, but 
not withdrawals from the territories 
"which involves the lives of those ac- 
tually living in IsraeL” 

Recalling his talks with Dr. 
Nalpzm Goldmann about the WJC 
president's plans to visit Cairo, 
Navon warned that such an Arab 
ploy was aimed at dodging the issue 
of dealing with Israel. "Years ago I 
was involved In such peace feelers 
that cannot yet be made public,” he 
disclosed. Navon said “they wish to 
show they are not anti-Semitic and 
that Israel Is responsible for the 
absence of peace.” 

He personally would not oppose a 
Jewish delegation going to Cairo “if 
only to forestall accusations of 
sabotaging a possible peace bid." 

Navon disagreed with Israeli at- 


tacks on the WJC meeting in Madrid, 
arguing that criticism should have 
been aimed at the Spanish govern- 
ment and not at the Congress. 

Recalling bis meeting with King 
Juan Carlos of Spain shortly before 
the K ing was due to have met the 
WJC delegation, Navon said that the 
Jewish people would judge Spain by 
its relationship with Israel and not 
whether the King received Jewish 
deputations or visited synagogues. 

Navon's call for aliya as the 
supreme expression of solidarity 
with Israel was echoed by Lord 
Fisher, president of the Board of 
Deputies, and by solidarity com- 
mittee chairman Trevor China. 

Later Navon told The Post in reply 
to a question whether he considered 
the Rabin trip to Geneva on Friday 
as an election gimmick: “It was an 
important meeting. Even If it was an 
election gimmick — then I am for 
many more like that." 

As to KingHusseln’s pessimism on 
peace prospects for 1977, Navon said 
“something will definitely move dur- 
ing 1977, but not until after our elec- ' 
tions ... yes, the Geneva Conference 
could assemble before then, but it 
would then only be a declaratory 
opening session.” 

' Navon denied that Israel's 
credibility bad been harmed by talk 
and no action about the Syrian 
presence at Nabatiya and a “Red 
Line" to Lebanon. He confirmed that 
his committee had aat three times 
last week on thia subject. The matter 
affected the credibility of the U.S., 
Syria, Lebanon, as well as that- of 
Israel, he said.

. Film director Ben Hay eem and the 
Interior Ministry's Film and Theatre 
Censorship Board yesterday reach- 
ed agreement on the cutting of 
Hay eem' 8 controversial movie, 
"The Black Banana,” opening the 
way for the film’s Israel premiere in 
Tel Aviv and Jerusalem Saturday 
night.

Hayeem said yesterday he was 
pleased to receive permission to 
show the film but was still unhappy 
with the censoring of certain scenes. 
Posing in the nude outside the 
Interior Ministry, Hayeem waved 
the film's licence and said. ”1 would 
have fought to the bitter .end, but 
financial pressures were too great." 

"The Black Banana” aroused con- 
troversy when it was first considered 
by the board some months ago 
because of its sexual explicitness, 
humour which could be offensive to 
the religious community — and 
because It was produced with a 
government grant. 

WMfe Hayeem and the board were 
working out their compromise, the 
film premiered last month in Paris. 

It Is scheduled to open soon in New 
York. 

Beersheba schools 
unguarded, 
damage unreported

BEERSHEBA. — Security services 
at most educational institutions here 
are virtually non-existent, and most 
schools In the town lack basic securi- 
ty equipment, according to an Inter- 
nal report by Beersheba’s municipal 
controller. 

The report, whlch is baaed on an 
investigation of damage — both in- 
tentional and caused 'by negligence 
— to municipal property, finds that 
one reason for the increased damage 
to educational premises is the drop- 
off in the past two years In the ! 
security services provided. 

The controller is critical of the- 
manner in which the municipality 
has been making the security . 
arrangements for schools and other , 
educational premises. Instead of 
issuing tenders and signing con- 
tracts with security firms, as the law 
demands, the municipality's 
maintenance department has been 
making, ad hoc arrangements with 
local security contractors. . 

Beersheba mayor Eliabu Navi ad- 
mitted to The Post that he knew that 
the security arrangements for 
schools had been made without issu- 
ing tenders. But. he said, the subject 
had come up for' review recently, 
and from now on tenders would be 
issued in accordance with the law. 

The report also found that the 
municipality had lost “substantial” 
aims of money through failure to 
make claims to insurance com- 
panies oh damage suffered by town 
property. The claims were not made. ' 
according to the controller's fin- 
dings. because no administrative 
channels exist for reporting the - 
damage in the first place — except 
for the case of damage to vehicles. 
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Formerly these branches were part of Kupaf Am Bank Ltd. For Union Bank 
the acquisition of these new branches is just one more step In broadening 
the availability of our full range of services.

Australians claim breakthrough 
in. power from solar energy 


NAIROBI. — The U.S. is committed 
to playing a greater role in Africa 
hut will not support black demands 
that it help topple Rhodesian’ 
Premier Ian Smith, 'America’s am- 
bassador to the U.N. Andrew Young 
said yesterday. 

Saying he’d "seen themes 
repeated over and over again” dur- 
ing his current talks with frontline 
African leaders. Young said, "All of 
them seem to can lor a little more 
U.S. Involvement, which I think the 
Carter Administration Is committed 
to.” 

But Young told Journalists during 
a brief stopover here that “in no 
sense la Administration com- 
mitted to assuming the full burden,” 
nor to heed African demands 
Washington help In getting rid of 
Smith. 

Following’ Young's talks with 
President Julius Nyerere in Tan- 
zania, the African leader had on Sun- 
day called on the U.S. to “help get 
thin stumbling block (Smith) out of 
the way.” 

Young said in Nairobi: “Any. solu- 


tion has- to be worked out with the 
people in power and I do not see the 
U.S. role as one of upsetting the in- 
digenous leadership of any country, 
whether it be Smith in. Rhodesia or 
any other nation in Africa.” 

Young said U.S. responsibility "Is 
to work with the people who have the 
power to fry to resolve the situation. 

"You’ve got to talk to the people 
who have the guns and who are doing 
the killing. Any realistic settlement 
has to Involve them in some way.” 
Young said Washington will not 
"provide solutions to African 
problems.” , 

Nyerere had said the U.S. could 
not take oyer Britain's role in the- 
Rhodesian peace efforts' but should 
"encourage the British and 
nationalists to agree.” had 

told Young he favoured the U.S. 
replacing London, wMqh he said had 
neither' the will nor the ability to 
achieve a peaceful Rhodesian solu- 
tion for the breakaway former 
British colony. . * 

Young later flew to Nigeria, f or the 
last stop on his African tour. (UFI) 


SfYDNEY. — Australian 
physicists yesterday claimed, a 
soiar-en e rgyTu-e&k thro ugh w» Jch 
theysay could eventually make it 
economical to generate power 
frobu solar -energy. . 

' A team of four physicists' at 
Sydney University believe their 
new process Is much more ef- 
ficient and cheaper than all 
known, conventional solar units 
and. prqduces . much higher 
temperatures'. 

Dr. Brian Window, 36-year-old 
head of the university’s 
solar energy group, told 
reporters:' "We have done 
something in solar energy that no 
one else has achieved. We regard 
it as a. significant advance.” 

Dr. Window said that after 
three years’ research his group 
' had developed a solar unit from 


which they could produce 
temperatures of 330 centigrade, 
and release heat energy at up to 
280 degrees centigrade. 

Conventional solar units can 
produce only 100-190 degrees cen- 
tigrade temperatures, and have 
difficulty in releasing heat at 100 
degrees. 

The ability to deliver heat at 
2)6 times above boiling point 
means that industry could use 
solar energy to generate steam, 
which can . drive turbines. ' 

A smaller unit could be used for 
domestic water heating, 
refrigeration and air con- 
ditioning. 

"We have considerably reduc- 
ed the basic costs of solar energy 
by using glass rather than, expen- 
sive’ copper In our collectors,” 
Dr. Window said. (Reuter) 


Bonn ready for M.E. role 


Italian premier saved 
from boobytrapped train 


ROME. — Police pressed & 
nationwide manhunt yesterday for 
terrorists who tried to bomb a 
crowded passenger train with seven 
sticks of dynamite connected to an 
alarm-clock timing device. 

The incident on Sunday bad caused 
security police to hustle Premier 
Giullo Andreottl off a second 
passenger train due in a suburban 
Rome station shortly before the 
bomb-laden train. 

Police said their first lead in the 
case came from leaflets found with 
the time bomb. These Indicated it 
may have been planted by members 
of the outlawed neo-Fascist “New 
Order” terrorist group. ■ 

Officers began searching for the 
time bomb after the train left Naples 
for Rome, following an anonymous 
telephone tip. 

A preliminary search at Hormia, 
north of Naples, turned up nothing; 
but police decided to search again 
more thoroughly when the train 
arrived at Rome’s Tlburtina station. 
There they found the bomb, set to ex- 
plode within minutes, hidden in a 
refuse bln of a toilet in one of tbe 
train cars. 

Five hundred passengers were on 
the train at the time, officers said. 
Andreotti, meanwhile, was on 
another train approaching Rome 
from the north that was scheduled to 
arrive at the Tflrartina 30 minutes 
after the first train arrived. 

The demolitions expert who defus- 
ed the time bomb said its electrical 
detonating device was warming up 
to set off a few moments before he 
dismantled it. 

"A few more degreea of heat and 
the fuse would have started bur- 
ning,” he said. 

He said the bomb could have been. . 
even more damaging than one that 
exploded aboard the Rome-Munich 


“Itallcus Express” near Florence in 
1974. That bomb killed 12 persona 
and injured 48 others. 

Though Sunday’s train bombing 
attempt was averted, three 'other 
bombs went 1 off during the day in 
Rome at a police station, an Interior 
Ministry parking lot and a bank. Of- 
ficers said the bombs caused little 
damage. They believed the first two 
were set by leftists. -tUPI)

MADRID — Terrorists who kid- 
napped a senior Spanish army 
general last monthhave allowed him 
to send a letter to the first deputy 
premier for defence, Lt. Gen. 
Manuel Gutierrez Me Undo, informed 
sources said yesterday. The contents 
of the letter — the first word from 
the kidnapped general — were not 
revealed. 

Lt. Gen. EmQio VUlaescuaa. Quills, 
64, President of the Supreme Council 
of Military Justice, was abducted 
two weeks ago by extreme left-wing 
guerrillas calling themselves the Oc- 
tober First Anti-Fascist Resistance 
Groups (Grapo). Grapo also kid- 
napped tbe President of the Advisory 
Council of State, Antonio Maria de 
Oriel y Urquijo, on December 11, and 
is still holding him. (Reuter) 

Quake shakes Tokyo 

TOKYO. — A fairly strong earth- 
quake originating in the Pacific off 
Tokyo Bay shook Tokyo- and 
neighbouring areas yesterday after- 
noon.

Hussein won’t 

talk for PLO 


NEW YORK. — Jordan’s King Hus- 
sein has said he will not negotiate on 
the behalf of the PLO if the terrorist 
organization is not represented at 
the next session of the Geneva Mid- 
dle East conference. - 

Hussein told “Time” magazine in 
an Interview due to appear in tbe 
next issue that he had previously 
negotiated on the PLO’s behalf. But, 
he noted, the Arab League at its 1074 
. Rabat summit had "put the respon- 
sibility for recovering territory and 
regaining Palestinian rights an the 
Palestinians themselves. 

"I don’t see how I can transcend 
that decision,” he said. 

Hussein made it clear that he 
hopes the “Palestinians” would par- 
ticipate in a Geneva conference 11 
one is held. "It is imperative that 
Palestinians be a part to any solution 
to the Palestine problem,” he said. 

A major obstacle to reopening of 
the Geneva conference has been 
Arab Insistence that the PLO be 
granted state status. Israel rejects 
this. 

' Hussein also said that the eastern 
part of Jerusalem must be turned 
over to Arab rule before peace can 
be reached in the Middle East. “A 
return of sovereignty over .the east 
side is a necessity,” he said. “But it 
( Jerusalem) can belong to both, the 
capital of the Arabs of Palestine and 
of the Israelis,” he said. (UPI)

Black Rhodesian children prefer 
terror-training to returning home 


FRANdSTOWN, Botswana. — In a 
drab building on a street with no 
name, more than 100 black Rhode- 
sian families were, quietly torn apart 
by civil war on Sunday. 

On one side were 140 parents 
fighting desperately to keep their 
children. On the other, kn o w n to be 
nearby, yet unseen, were black 
nationalist guerrillas promising tbe 
children a crack at the struggle to 
turn white-ruled Rhodesia into 
black-run Zimbabwe. 

And in the middle were some 380 
students, male and female, rounded 
up at the Manama Lutheran Mission 
School a week ago and brought to 
Botswana by a small band of 
guerrillas. 

In the main, the guerrillas won. 

The parents returned to Rhodesia 
on Sunday night with only about 50 of 
the children they had sought to 
retrieve. The students ranged in age 
from 12 to 21 , and for the older ones 
the call of war outweighed the pleas 
of family. - 

Jonathan Nkala was among tbe 
first to be reunited with his children 


at the district commissioner’s office. 
Botswana authorities put him In a 
small room and brought him his 13- 
year-old daughter Zb an di we, and, he 
said, “I Just told her I was taking her 
and she accepted lt.” 

Then his elder daughter, 16-year- 
old Fortune, was brought in. “I ex- 
pected to do the same with the older 
one but surprisingly she just said: 
‘I’m not going’.” 

“She said she wanted to go to Zam- 
bia and obtain an education ... she 
never expressed sympathy (for the 
guerrillas) . It surprises me a great 
deal indeed,” Nkala said. 

His daughter did not say why Zam- 
bia nor what type of education she’d 
be getting. Some of the other 
children, without citing the 
guerrillas, told their parents the 
educating would take four months. 

Zambia is the training ground and 
main staging area for the guerrillas 
of Joshua Nkomo’s Zimbabwe 
African Peoples’ Union. Four 
months is how long it takes to train 
guerrillas. 

Levi Moya couldn't even claim to 


have won back one of his children. Of 
his 15-year-old daughter Musa, be 
said, “She's not even willing to talk 
to me. I don't think I'll ever see her 
again. She only said: ’If you got 
some money, give it to me.’ I didn’t 
give her any.” 

The parents had set out from the 
Rhodesian city of Bulawayo at their 
own request on Saturday in buses 
hired by the Rhodesian government, 
which says the students were ab- 
ducted. 

Some of the parents wore their 
worn but clean Sunday best. Others 
were barefoot and wearing rags. Tbe 
night before the border crossing they 
spent in quarantine animal stables 
at the Rhodesian border town of 
Plumtree. 

Botswana police prevente'd 
reporters from speaking to students 
who refused to return. But one 
forlorn father said of his 17-year-old 
daughter: ’“The child is very happy. 

I really don’t know what made her* 
happy. She shook my hands happily 
and left the room.” (UPI) -

Lebanese civil war 
drags on in south

NABA7TYA. — The Christiana have 
been shelling the ancient and sun- 
bleached ruins of Beaufort Castle/ 
perched high on a hill south of town, 
and the soldiers will not let us 
proceed. 

The Crusader castle was built by 
that most Christian Knight, Fulk of 
Anjou, 800 years ago to defend the 
road running west to Si don and Tyre 
from his Moslem enemies. Now it is 
the Fatah terrorists who hold the 
now-crumbling keep, and the Chris- 
tian militiamen south of the Lltanl 
River lob a few shells into the castle 
from time to time Just to keep 
everyone on their toes. 

' South of here, in the narrow strip 
of territory between the Litanl River 
and the Israel border, the civil war 
that has ended In the rest of Lebanon 
continues. 

Christian mlHtiamiw are trying to 
establish control over the border 
villages. But with little more than 
800 fi g h tin g men they have not been 
able to decisively defeat the PLO 
terrorists and Lebanese leftists in 
the region. 

The hill country .here was known 
as "Fatah Land"before the 
Lebanese civil war, because the 
terrorists had unrestricted use of the 
place for raids against Israel. 

When the PLO withdrew most of 
their forces to the north to fight in 
Beirut the Israelis swore that the 
terrorists should never again enjoy 
such an advantage. That Is why 
Israel Is backing the Christian 
soldiers, so that they may create a 
“cordon 8anitaire“- along Israel’s 
northern frontier. 

The Syrians, who have imposed a 
peace on the rest of Lebanon, have 
been warned that they cannot move 
south of the Lltanl River or approach 
Israel’s border without risking 
Israeli intervention. And since 
neither side south of the Lltanl 
seems to have the strength to roll 
up the other, the war goes on. 

The Syrians, who recently moved 
a battalion of about 600 men and 10 
tanks into the area just north of the 
Litani, appear to be thin on the 
-ground and under orders not to go 
further south. 

One company is encamped here is 
tents on the outskirts of town. A 
Syrian officer with a home-m ad e 
swagger Stick says bis mW" n here 
Is to keep the peace between Moslem 
and Christian villagers north of the 
river. He said that if it were left up to

LONDON. — A counter attack 
against the massive Arab propagan- 
da offensive in British Universities 
has at last been launched here by 
Jewish students. 

' After years in which they have 
lacked an effective answer to the 
torrent of anti-Israel material 
flooding Britain’s campuses the 
heavily outnumbered Jews have 
organized and are hitting back — 
hard. 

The move follows a decision by the 
Union of Jewish Students that the 
situation at colleges and universities 
has reached crisis point and 
something has to be done. 

The UJS have appointed two full- 
time workers to run a campaign 
financed by the Jewish Agency youth 
budget exposing Arab intolerance 
towards Jews and aisled at rever- 
sing the tide of anti-Jewish feeling 
that has placed Jewish students un- 
der extreme pressure. 

And already they are able to say: 
“We are beginning to get results. 
There arc still tough days ahead, but 
we are making progress/' 

Alan Eisner. 23, the Economics 
and Social History honours graduate 
who is the field worker mastermin- 
ding the campaign said: "When we 
began our work in the summer we 
were faced with a depressing scene 
on the campuses. The Union of 
Jewish Students had almost collaps- 
ed. Ihe Arabs were sinking 
large amounts of money into their 
propaganda and it was paying off. 
The Jewish students just could not 
cope with it. 

“There was no coherent answer to 
what the Arabs were saying and 
many universities became 
overwhelmingly anti-Israel. Jewish 
Societies were threatened with ex- 
pulsion from the main Students' 
Union or were told their funds would 
be cut off. At the North London 
Polytechnic, for Instance, the Jewish 
students group were, told they would 
lose their funds if they held a pro- 
Israel meeting. 

“The passing of resolutions 
equating Zionism with racism was a 
regular occurrence at Student Union 
meetings up and down the country." 

There were also displays of 
physical force. At Glasgow's 
Strathclyde University Jewish 
students trying to gain entrance to a 
meeting were barred. At Salford 
University In Manchester, a student

• Most absorbed themselves in 
their studies and tried to Ignore the 
problem by letting the Arab 
propaganda go unchallenged. 

• Some, Influenced by New Left 
Ideology and hearing no alternative 
voice, themselves became anti- 
Zionists. 

• A few continued the unequal 
struggle, valiantly but with almost 
total lack of success. 

Today, however, after six months 

tireless effort by Alan and 2l-year- 
old Simon Caplan, an Oxford history 
student taking a year off from his 
studies to be the UJS's full time 
chairman, the position has improved 
dramatically. 

“We can’t say we have them on the 
run. But at least they know they are 
in a fight," said Simon. 

The pair work 24 hours a day seven 
days a week at their task. Between 
them they have travelled more 
20.000 miles visiting campuses, giv- 
ing advice here, putting up posters 
there, addressing public meetings 
and generally spreading the 
message that the battle is on. 

They began by examining the way 
the Arabs ran their campaign and 
decided to attack what looked like 
their weakest point: the persecution 
of Jews In Arab lands. Then they dis- 
tributed posters and leaflets and set 
up book stalls wherever an anti- 
Zionist meeting was held. And, most 
effective of .all. they organized 
meetings with top-line speakers. 

Students who had previously only 
heard about the "evils" of “racist" 


Zionism were told by such speakers 
as Nina Shalom, herself from Iraq 
and David Liftman, an expert on 
Jews in Arab Lands, how the Middle 
East Jewish communities were 
abused and persecuted. 

"The results have been 
dramatic." said Alan. When people 
realized that thi« was a real cam- 
paign there wasa definite upswing in 
activity. And morale that had been 
at rock bottom began to rise. 

"Before, they had nothing to argue 
with. Now they have. We can’t 
match the Arabs either with money 
or people. There are many Arab 
students at the universities here and 
they are supported by the entire New 
Left. But we are at least challenging 
them with good arguments and 
material." 

There have been some outstanding 
victories. At Trent University 
recently, the PLO’a in London, 
Said Hammaml. came to speak. Be 
was greeted by Jewish students run- 
ning an Israel book stall and dis- 
tributing leaflets. And by a selection 
of antl-PLO posters. 

At the Manchester University 
Institute of Technology, where there 
are about 800 Arab and some 35 
Jewish students, an anti-Zionist 
resolution was dropped by the 
Students Union when it became dear 
the Jewish students had mustered 
enough support to defeat ML 

At Reading University, where the 
Students Union passed a resolution 
describing Zionism as racist, the 
Jewish Society is now strong mmig h 
to challenge this decision and in- 
tends to in the near future by putting 
up its own resolution calling for a 
just solution and self determination 
for all. 

And Alan has enjoyed his own per- 
sonal victory. 

While putting up posters at Brad- 
ford University before an anti-Israel 
meeting he was approached by Use 
speaker, a well known anti- Zionist- 


“Hr threatened to cut my head off 
and said I was a fascist.” Alan said. 
“H<* was furious and he delivered a 
speech of such an extreme nature 
that it increased the membership of 
the Jewish Society and led to the re- 
jection of an anti-Zionist resolution 
by the Students Union.” 

The campaign has had its affect on 
the Arabs too. "Before we started 
Jewish students were always defen- 
ding Israel," Simon noted. Now in 
some places they are on the offen- 
sive and the Arabs are not so keen to 
work openly. They know that they 
now face a disciplined body of 
Jewish students who are willing to 
challenge them at every turn." 

Both young men stress that the 
battle has ju*t begun. There are still 
. Jewish Societies in a number of 
colleges and universities that are 
threatened with expulsion from the 
Students Union or with having their 
funds cut off if they become openly 

pro-XsraeL 

The mass of politically active 
students are still hostile and believe 
Zionism to be a "racist" philosophy. 

Jewish students are outnumbered 
and often timid in their approach to 
the issue. And those who fight are 
faced not only with an enemy that 
can call on almost unlimited funds 
but one which can call on anti-Zionist 
Jews to present their case for them. 

But most worrying tor the UJS 
workers 'is 'the lack of response to 
their problems by the Angto-Jewish 
Community at large. “They ought to 
understand that we are fighting for 
the minds of the people who will lead 
Britain in the future," Alan 
declared. "If we do not defend Israel 
then these people will come to power 
with minds moulded by Arab 
propaganda and that could mean a 
grim future for Israel in which she 
will be increasingly isolated. 

"We are also concerned with the 
defence — and that Includes physical 
defence — of Jews- in this country. 
We already have a situation where in 
some campuses Jews cannot speak 
out That ls-only a step away from a 
situation where we will need 
guards on oUr synagogues, especial-' 
ly If the economic situation continues 
to he bad. What we are trying to do is 
Important not just for students but 
for Israel and Anglo-Jewry."

Ways to get 
yordim back 

Jerusalem Post Reporter 

TEL AVIV. — When yordim in Mon- 
treal proposed a plan to bring both 
yordim and olim to Israel, the best 
suggestion forthcoming from Jewish 
Agency officials was that one of the 
yordim should come to Jerusalem 
and draw a salary tor two years 
while "researching the problem.” 

An embittered member of the 
Montreal group, Sara Fuchs, told the 
story of a Wizo symposium on 
emigration here on Sunday. 

"The initiative came from a few 
Israeli students in Canada. The of- 
ficial organization of Israeli students 
in North America, which receives 
funds from the Israel Government, 
didn’t do anything to organize us... 
Since wo were all studying tor ad- 
vanced degrees, we decided that we 
would come back to Israel and set up 

an urban settlement In the centre of 
the country, near research In- 
stitutions and libraries. We also 
wanted to set up a high school which 
would attract Jewish youth from 
abroad." 

When the Idea became known in 
Montreal, It gained enthusiastic sup- 
port from both yordim and Canadian 
Jews considering aUya. But though 
Jewish Agency emissaries sent 
countless memoranda, nothing was 
done. 

Mrs. Fuchs believes that most yor- 
dim want to come back to Israel but 
need something to come back for. 
"Maybe our idea wasn’t a good one, 
but if they would have at least talked 
to us and given us the feeling ,of 
belonging, perhaps they would have 
been able to persuade us to try 
something else." 

Assaf Yagury, who had met Mrs. 
Fuchs in Montreal when he spent a 
month there studying the problem of 
yerida, said the country can and 
must provide challenges which will 
bring back yordim. 

Zvi Eisenbach, of the Central. 
Bureau of Statistics, said there are 
about 240,000 yordim, with all the dif- 
ficulties of defining exactly who Is a 
•yowd. ” 

"He has to he careful," Yagury 
said, “but I don’t. Tm willing to bet 
there are 800,000 yordim in North 
America alone.”

This reflects the 
philosophy that a speech defect or 
bearing problem is not simply a 
matter of ears and mouth but is in- 
volved with creating social 
relationships. 

“Sometimes a child cornea to us 
afraid to talk." Mrs. Ney said, "and 
we start out with nonverbal games 
until he forms a relationship of trust 
with us and is willing to talk." Since 
some of the children who come for 
therapy have problems other than 
speech or hearing (Inability to con- 
centrate. tendency to be withdrawn, 
inability to share with others, etc.), 
playing games also helps In these 
areas. 

Of the 3.000 children estimated to 
need the help this programme 
provides, only about 150 are clients 
of the existing clinic and about an 
equal number will be served by the 
new facility. Additional children are 
helped, however, by placement of 
communications clinicians from the 
clinic staff in schools during class 
hours. (Children come to the clinic 
only after schooL ) 

So far, for lack of staff and budget, 
clinicians have been sent only to dis- 
advantaged schools. It Is hoped that 
eventually more schools (first disad- 
vantaged and then other schools) 
can be served in the future.

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Taco comes to Israel

• THOSE OF YOU -with a craving for 
Amertcan-style Mexican food can 
satisfy It now without going abroad. 
Joe Haeel, an enterprising 3rd 
generation Israeli has returned 
"home” after 25 years In the States 
and opened the country’s first taco 
stand on Tel Aviv's KDcar Malchei 
Israel. 

. “Taco Taco” is named for the 
Mexican equivalent of felafel — a 
crispy .ertpe made from com meal, 
which is folded and filled with stew- 
ed meat and beans, salad and hot 
sauce. Essentiallya medium-priced, 
short-order snack bar, it looks and 
operates like a franchise of the pop- 
ular California chain. Taco Bel], 
which served as Harel's. model. 

Customers can choose counter ser- 
vice and a chat with the amicable 
owner or "people watch" from 
wooden, eafe^tyle tables on the 
sidewalk. The atmosphere is casual 
and Mexican, an effect created by 
wood panelling, a red tiled roof, 
hanging clusters of dried red chili 
peppers, mariachi dolls, potted cac- 
tus plants and murals of dancing 
senoritas. 

The menu is limited to tacos, 
burritos, chill con came, enchiladas 
and tostadas. all of which taste like 
the real thing. Recipes and essential 
ingredients (com flour, jalapeno , 
peppers, and chili powder) have 
been Imported from either Califor- 
nia or Mexico. 

The only thing not Mexican- 
Am eric an about Taco Taco Is Harel 
and his wife Shulamit. an Israeli who 
settled in the U.S. after, her IDF ser- 
vice. Strangely enough, neither of 
them, prior to going Into the taco 
business in Israel, was "addicted" to 
Mexican food or "into" Mexican 
culture. Their only real contact with 
things Latin was a summer vacation 
in Mexico. 

"I always had a feeling, though, 
that there was tremendous affinity 
between Mexico and Israel.” says 
Harel. "The moment we crossed the 
border, I was more at- home and 
more comfortable than I had ever 
frit in Los Angeles where I lived for 

15 years. To me. Mexicali, a border 
town, looked like Ramie, and I 
thought Mexicans had an Israeli- 
type warmth. 

"The reason we decided to go into 
the taco business, however, was 
purely practical. Mexican food is a 
success story in the States. I thought 
it would also catch on in Israel 
because the spices are similar to 
those used in our Oriental foods and 
because the taco is a simple snack, 
less expensive to produce than a 
hamburger. We use high quality * 
meat hut mix it with beans. We also 
don't need waiters or chefs, and we 
hope eventually to have a Taco Taco 
chain." 

Every yored, believes Harel (who 
technically is not one hecause he was 

16 when he left in 1051), plans — 
eventually — to return to Israel. It'a 
always Just a question of time until 
you have the right amount of money, 
training or knowhow. Then one day it 
happens, and everything fits 


together, he says. 

"After getting my smicha from a 
New York yeshiva and a degree in 
math and physics from Brooklyn 
College, I moved to Los 
Angeles, where I worked for seven 
years as educational director of the 
Yavne Hebrew Academy. I got 
married, started raising my family, 
and bought a hotel, which I con- 
verted into a successful Jewish 
retirement home. 

"One day, about two weeks before 
the Yom Kippur War. a buyer 
appeared and the chance to make a 
good profit. We decided It was time 
to try a new business and buy a 
bigger house. All of a sudden the 
commitment to Israel surfaced, and 
we thought that if we're going to 
start all over again, we might a s well 
go home." 

There, remained the problem of 
decld/ng What to do in Israel. Harel 
believes that 'immigrating involves 
momentum — “you've go to do It 
while you’re hot." " - 

A friend who owned a chain of 
Taco Bell restaurants helped HaTel 
get kitchen equipment. The Los 
Angeles Mexican community taught 
him to make tortillas and helped him 
locate a used tortilla-making 
machine. Another acquaintance, 
"who wants .to come on ally ah but 
can’t." helped him pack. 

"I arrived In Israel with 100 
pounds of Mexican corn meal, a 
three-metres long tortfila-noaklng 
machine, and an airtight commit- 
ment to open a taco place,” he grins. 

"I started off on Dizengoff, at a 
friend's place, and as I suspected, 
Israelis really like Mexican food. 
But you can't combine tacos with 
pizza or felafel, so I moved to this 
location.” 

With the help of decorator Eric 
Smith and using mostly local "finds” 
(which proves, again, says Harel, 
the affinity between Mexico and 
Israel), Taco Taco was "Mex- 
icanized." That was a year ago. Now 
Harel- has a steady clientele, ranging 
from middle class Israelis and local 
high school students to missionaries 
from Nazareth, the Americans from 
the Sinai field station, the Americans 
looking for oil in the Negev, the 
American embassy staff, American 
olim and members of the Mexican 
Jewish community. 

"When Mexicans see the chilis, 
they go wild," he chuckles, adding 
that even the Mexican Ambassador 
stopped in once for a taco. 

Business Is so good (the only com- 
petition this side of the Atlantic is in 
Amsterdam) that Harel recently 
returned to Los Angeles to buy equip- 
ment to open a second, bigger Taco 
Taco. 

■ “I'm making a good living by 
Israeli standards," he admits, 
"which makes it possible to keep go- 
ing. My joy. however, comes not 
from the profits, but from having a 
sidewalk business. I'm an Israeli 
who didn't see other- Israelis in their 
natural habitat for 25 years. It's es- 
pecially great to relate to them and 
to get to know them.”

How to tackle 


the wage mess

The sea is kind to Gaza fishermen 


GAZA — Standing on the Gaza shore 
on a dark, moonless evening, one can 
see long lines of fishing boats, their 
lights bobbing on the waters of the 
Mediterranean, making their way 
towards their favourite locations. 
The success of this branch of the 
Gaza economy In recent years has 
been, in part, due to encouragement 
by the Israeli authorities. 

Before the Six-Day War the Gaza 
Ashing fleet had been handicapped 
by tight evening curfews, narrow 
fishing zones and limited marketing 
possibilities. Catches, which rarely 
exceeded BOO tons a year, were main- 
ly for local consumption.

Since 1967 restrictions bave been 
liberalized and advisers from the 
Agriculture Ministry have helped 
the local fishermen to develop their 
industry. Boats can now go as far as 
elgbt miles from shore. The only 
security restriction is that fishing 
must be done at least one mile out at 
night. 

Gaza fishermen also started sell- 
ing .to Israeli markets and they have 
increased their haul to 2,000 tons a 
year. 

Today about 3,000 Gazans work in 
the fishing industry. About a third 
actually work on the boats, while the 
rest are engaged in selling, the 
pee pair of equipment, transportation 
And the storage of fish. Boat owners 
have formed fishing cooperatives 
which help them get better prices for 


their catches and provide fishermen 
with needed services. 

There are four of these 
cooperatives In the Gaza Strip today. 
Two are In the north, which service 
the city of Gaza, and two In the 
south, which Include boat owners 
from Khan Tunis. Dir El-Balah and 
Rafiah. 

The largest of the cooperatives, 
El-Taufik, recently opened a fishing 
centre in Gaza, which Includes a cold 
storage facility with a tea tan capaci- 
ty. The industry can now more ef- 
ficiently control markets, storing 
fish when demand is low. 

Boats often return from a morning 
at sea with 80 to 100 kilograms of 
fish. On shore the fish are sold by 
auction. About 80 per cent of the 
catch is sardines and, by agreement 
with the authorities, at least 15 tons 
of these are Bent into Israel every 
day for canning. The ban on the Im- 
port of sardines is a boon to the local 
Industry. 


About SO of Gaza's fishing boats 
work only the upper levels of the 
waters, pulling in mainly sardines. 
Using motorized boats and working 
at night, these fishermen spread 
their nets out from their boats, sur- 
rounding schools of fish and then 
hRuUwg- them onto the deck. These 


boats work with a crew of about 15 
men. 

Another group of about 55 boats, 
using long lines with a series of 
baited hooks, stay close to the shore. 
They spread their lines In the early 
evening, leave them out over night 
and gather In the catch In the mor- 
ning. Manned by a crew of three or 
four, these boats bring in the more 
expensive fish, which usually wind 
up on the menus of popular Israeli 
restaurants. 

The newest branch of the Gaza 
fishing Industry has been developed 
only since 1967 with the help of the 
Ministry of Agriculture. Large 
trawlers, purchased In Gaza for Ap- 
proximately 11500,000, drag nets 
along the sea bottom catching fish 
that congregate there. Recent im- 
provements In this type of fj«Wwy in- 
clude synthetic netting and 
sophisticated depth measuring 
devices. About 15 of these trawlers 
are now in operation. 

Boat owners pay 5 per cent of the 
value of their catch to their 
cooperative, another 5 per cent in 
municipal taxes and licensing fees, 
Yearly incomes of between IL60- 
1X80,000 per family of boat owners 
are not rare. 

This places local fishermen on a 
level that compares well with their 
Israeli counterparts. It certainly 
makes the fishing industry one of the 
more successful branches of the 
local economy.

Within two years it ejects to export 
up to half of its production.

The Jerusalem Post learned 
yesterday that the government has 
decided to halve Its contribution to 
the fund. Instead' of providing two 
pounds for every pound the 
fishermen put into the fund, as done 
previously, it 'will only match the- 
flshermen’s contribution, starting in 
April. 


Better power pylons from Ashkelon 


Histadrut raps rent rise 


YUVAL-GAD OF ASHKELON Is 
now producing 22-metre-high con- 
crete pylons which Improve street 
lighting and save electric power. 
Their introduction had previously 
been Inhibited by the high initial and 
maintenance costs of conventional 
materials. 

The Yuval-Gad pylon is cen- 
trifug&lly cast and hollow inside. The 
cost is about one-third that of a 
similar pylon made from steeL It Is 
completely free of corrosion 
problems, and no maintenance Is 


required. The life-expectancy of the 
concrete pylon Is also much higher 
than that of those made from metal 
or other materials. 

In addition to the significant 
savings in original Installation costs 
and current maintenance, which are 
claimed by Yuval-Gad, the im- 
provements in lighting and the more 
aesthetic appearance of these slim 
and tall columns are also 
noteworthy. Several municipalities 
are already negotiating for first 
orders of the new product. 


TEL AVIV. — The Histadrut will in- 
sist that rents in rent-controlled 
housing be linked to 70 per cent of the 
Cost-of-Living Index instead of 100 
per cent, as stipulated in a draft bill 
the Housing Ministry plans to submit 
to the Knesset shortly. 

The Labour Federation says it es- 
timates that seventy per cent of 
protected tenants are elderly, low- 
income people living in one or two 
rooms. The Histadrut will not help 
corporations buying real estate for 
speculative reasons to evict such 
tenants, its Central Committee 
recently resolved.

“A restrictive wage and incomes 
policy is A precondition for 
regulating economic activity, for 
restraining price rises, for im- 
proving the competitive posture of 
our exports, and for minimizing un- 
employment,** This is what the 
government said in the policy state- 
ment that accompanied last year's 
National Budget 

It went on to set out the ways and 
means to achieve that vital purpose: 
strict Implementation of the wage 
agreement signed between the 
Histadrut and the employers In the 
private sector; a wage freeze (ex- 
cept for the C-o-L allowance) in the 
public sector and In the financial 'in- 
stitutions; abolition of special wage 
hikes, in accordance with the Baikal 
■ Committee recommendations; and 
several other measures. 

Of this programme, next to 
nothing has been carried out. In the 
private sector wages — in particular 
fringe benefits — increased far 
beyond the limits that had been 
agreed with the Histadrut. In the 
public sector the implementation of 
Barkal Committee recommen- 
dations met with violent opposition. 
And of late the wage freeze has been 
blown to pieces by a series of strikes 
and sanctions. 

As a sequel to this development 
labour, unrest is also spreading in 
private industry. It is small wonder 
that with wage stability shattered, 
other economic targets could not be 
achieved either. 

There are three reasons why the 
government's wage policy is now in 
shambles. The first is that the 
government has been trying to keep 
wages stable while pouring ex- 
cessive purchasing power into the 
economy. The second is that it 
disregarded the dominating posi- 
tion the civil service has achieved in 
this country. Third, it is because the 
government did not pay attention to 
the changes that have taken place in 
the structure of our unions. 

By relying heavily on the 
Histadrut’ s support. the government 
has only encumbered that 
organization's precarious situation. 
The clashes between these two parts 
of our establishment are not due to 
any basic differences. These are 
only quarrels among partners, 
something that usually takes place 
when things do not go well. 

That no effective wage policy can 
be carried out under inflationary . 
conditions Is evident. It is the very 
essence of wage policy to block In- 
flationary pressures coming from . 
militant unions or from favourably 
positioned Industries. But in Israel it 
is the spendthrift administration 
which is putting the economy on a 
slippery downslope, forcing all of us, 
both wage-earners and property 
owners, to run fast just in order to 
remaln_4^ j^pe. jtithoug h in the 


. end all of us will be the losers, one 
can hardly object to the efforts of 
some of the unions to improve their 
positions, even if only temporarily. 

No less evident is the strong posi- 
tion in this struggle of the unions of 
public employees. A private enter- 
prise may shut down. An entire in- 
dustry may. go bust. But a civil ser- 
vice is carried along by Its own 
momentum, regardless of its cost or 
efficiency. Therefore Its employees 
must be- placated. And the number of 
the employees concerned far ex- 
ceeds these in productive industry. 

Five years ago. the number of 
workers In the public sector already 
equalled those in industry and 
agriculture. Today it is larger by a 
full quarter. Freezing the wages of 
this redundant sector would have 
considerable Impact on the rest of 
our economy. But such a policy re- 
quires far-reaching reforms, none of 
which were ever contemplated. 

In -the past year or so the wage 
arrrar;e advanced approximately in 
line with price rises. But while 
wages in agriculture, several in- 
dustries, personal services, and — of 
course — commerce and banking, 
advanced ahead of prices, wages in 
the public- sector lagged far behind. 

Current unrest among public 
employees 'is the direct result of this 
development And the government 
has .proved unable to cope with it 

Its failure In this respect can be 


traced to many and complex causes. 
The most obvious among them is a 
reluctance to acknowledge the 
change which has taken place in the 
structure of organized labour. The 
government is adamant that labour 
unions are (for most practical pur- 
poses) affiliates of the Histadrut. 
TWo is, however, no longer the case. 

That solid block of an all- 
embracing union, organised on a 
national basis, culminating In a 
Labour Commonwealth (Hevrat 
HaovdSm). and led from Its party- 
dominated headquarters, is visibly 
melting away. It is being gradually 
replaced by craft, trade, shop ,and 
company unions, which, while min- 
ding their special interests, lack the 
wider national perspective. 

One may deplore this develop- 
ment. but one has to recognize it. 

Moreover, one has to recognize that, 
the new approach is more 
democratic, closer to the rank and 
file, ruled less by slogans and 
politics, and more by the bread-and- 
butter interests of its members. 

The old union system, stubbornly 
upheld by the Histadrut and the 
government, is falling apart because 
It is losing touch with reality. The un- 
ion of state employees has been 
publicly declared a paper tiger, op- 
posed by its own members. But the 
clerk’s. union, and even the unions of 
industrial and building workers, are 
not much more than that. 

On the other hand, such powerful 
bodies as. say. the association of 
Bank Leumi employees, or perma- 
nent Sole] Boneh workers, or of the 
state revenue men, are not con- 
sidered official bargaining partners. 
Shop committees, which are the 
malar force behind both wild-cat and 
official labour actions, have as yet 
no place in the official bargaining 
system. And as a result— they carry 
no responsibility. 

As long as this mess continues, 
labour unrest — including genuine 
grievances and low work morale — 
cannot be avoided even under stable 
financial circumstances. The mess 
cannot be cleared up, however, by 
measures decreed from above. This 
includes wage freezes or a package 
deal (which found no takers), or 
back-to-work orders (which may be 
of use as a stop-gap on a small scale, 
but are unenforceable as a major 
policy instrument). It also includes 
compulsory arbitration, whether 
based on law or on mutual agree- 
ment ‘(because It presupposes 
partner-unions strong enough to 
carry it out). 

The mess can be cleared up only 
by a reform which would go down to 
the roots of the problem; which 
would take into consideration not 
only wage rates, but also job evalua- 
tion, wage bargaining, idiion struc- 
ture, and the position of manage- 
could naeantbe 
scrapping of the existing wage 


system in the public sector, which is 
in any case untenable because it is 
based on contradictory com- 
mitments, both to avoid wage dis- 
crimination and to maintain wage 
differentials for certain groups. 

It goes without saying that, no 
prop-ess in this . respect can be 
achieved for the time being. But one 
should at least keep in mind what 
ought to be done. 


Smallest tug 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. — The Ports Authority has 
sold Haifa Port's smallest tug, the 
500 horsepower Uziya, to a European 
company for $36,000, it was learned 
yesterday. The tug was built in Haifa 
16 years ago. 

The Uziya is to be replaced by the 
1,000 hp Tzuriya from Ashdod, when 
the big new, 2,800 hp Norwegian- 
built Hagit Is transferred to Ashdod. 
The Hagit, which cost j£2.5m., was 
built specifically to serve the big 
ships using the Ashdod container ter- 
minal. She has been held in Hai fa 
Port since her arrival In September, 
because the Ashdod terminal is still 
not in operation due to labour dif- 
ficulties. The authorities are holding 
her back In Haifa to prevent her 
becoming a pawn in the dispute.

New prospects in Europe 


THE TWO PROTOCOLS that Foreign Minister Ylgal AHon will 
be signing- in Brussels today offer a possible new dimension In 
Israel's relations with the Common Market 

The treaty concluded in May 1975, did no more than dismantle 
tariff barriers between Israel and the nine members of the 
European community. This was a great deal, and offered en- 
ticing new prospects; but it fell short of the partnership situa- 
tion implied in full membership. 

The close integration that exists between the economies of 
Market member states, with free movement of labour and 
capital as well as goods, is not for Israel — nor, it should be add- 
ed, for other territories in the Mediterranean zone that have 
made similar treaties with the Nine. 

But the Protocols do offer an opportunity of gaining some of 
the partnership spirit indirectly. The stress is on the word “op- 
portunity." Advantages do not come automatically. -The 
newest entrant to the Brussels club, Britain, has not found that 
even full membership brings Immediate riches, or solves all 
problems. 

Similarly with today’s Additional Protocol. It opens the way to 
cooperation “in spheres which are of mutual interest to the con- 
tracting parties." There can thus be cooperation in industrial 
research, exchange of visits, study groups; all that is not dif- 
ficult to organize. 

But what Israel really needs from Europe is business; 
specifically, that European companies invest, or co-lnvest, in 
the creation of manufacturing facilities in Israel, to serve the 
Common Market. 

The challenge is very much like this one given in 1968 to the 
Prime Minister's Economic Conference in Jerusalem. Jewish 
industrialists were invited to create ventures in Israel — for 
reasons nf good private profit. Joint committees were set up, in- 
dustry by industry, not different from file technical committees 
that will now be formed with the Mart. Everything went well at 
first, and then the flow of Investments petered out. 

Now we have a new framework; but if American Jews are no 
longer avid to sponsor business projects, their brothers in 
Europe are not going to be either. What must be studied now is 
why investment no longer comes. It is not for lack of tax 
privileges or cheap loan facilities, as these are available in plen- 
ty. 

•The reason would appear to be that Israel’s house is not in 
order — either on -the foreign front, where hostilities seem 
always pending, or at home, where labour disputes succeed 
each other in critical public services. The business atmosphere 
is marred by a mood of suspicion and backbiting among the 
public, encouraged by the recent wave of financial scandals. 
And inflation rules. 

All these difficulties can be overcome. They were not a 
problem during Israel’s golden age of Investment, which ended 
three years ago. The new administration after the coming elec- 
tions should address itself to restoring business confidence as a 
first priority, precisely because there are now benefits in 
Europe for the talgng. Unless we can learn to seize the oppor- 
tunity when it presents Itself, the Additional Protocol will not 
have been worth the signing. 


JERUSALEM’S MAYOR Teddy 
Bollek has asked Andrei Sinyavsky, 
also known by his literary 
pseudonym of Afaram Texts, to he the 
city’s guest at Miahkenot 
qha’ananfm later this year. This is 
good news. Some Russian emigrant' 
writers and dissidents have already 
visited the country, but generally 
they have come on private visits or 
as tourists. Sinyavsky Is the first 
prominent figure from “the second 
Russia” to be officially invited here. 

He deserves the honour, both as a 
great Russian writer and a great 
‘friend of the Jews. Even bis Jewish 
pseudonym is characteristic. He is 
the only Russian writer who uses a 
Jewish name. Usually, Jewish 
writers try to hide behind Russian 
pseudonyms. 

His father was from the Russian 
nobility. Many from this class joined 
the Russian, revolutionary move- 
ment, though not on the side of 
Bolsheviks. Sinyavsky Sr. became a 
socialist-revolutionary and was 
arrested more than once after the 
revolution, in spite of the fact that he 
was not politically active. He was 
first detained in 1924; Just a year 
before bis son was boro. The second 
time, in 1951, he was exiled to his 
native village In the Volga region; 
but after Stalin’s death, he was 
showed to return to Moscow. He died 
peacefully in 1900. Sinyavsky Jr.’s at 
fitude to Communism was evidently 
influenced by his father's fate. 

Andrei Sinyavsky enrolled at 
Moscow University in 1944, after ser- 
ving In the army' In 1952, his doc- 
toral dissertation was accepted. He 
then worked as a Research Associate 
at the Institute of World Literature 
and became one of the leading Soviet 
literary critics. His name was usual- 
ly assodatd with the well-known 
liberal Soviet magazine, Novy mir 
(New World) . When a collection of 
Boris Pasternak's poetry was 
published posthumously with an in- 
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United for Israel 


HARD AS IT MAY try, the Keren Hayezod — United Israel 
Appeal finds it impossible to emerge from the shadow of its only 
slightly bigger sister organization, the United Jewish Appeal.

The pur- 
pose of the mission, as we wrote of the last one, “la to allow par- 
ticipants to learn first hand about the country's urgent problems 
and needs, so that they can go back to their respective com- 
munities well equipped to crown this year's campaign with 
success." 

The importance of their efforts has never been greater, nor 
more greatly appreciated.

ISRAEL PRESS 


Most strikes are superfluous 


DA VAR (Hlstadrut) says that if 
most strikes here are superfluous in 
the sense that they achieve nothing, 
that could not be achieved without the m , 
if both sides would only ahow 
greater flexibility before the shrikes 
began — the three-day warning strike by 
postal employees is a “classic" in- 
stance of the truth of this assertion. 
The paper goes on to observe that the 
"responsibility for inflexibility" in 
this case devolves upon the 
employers, since the employees did 
not make excessive demands. Even 
if the employees were wrong to 
launch a wild-cat strike, their 
demands are just and are supported 
— even if the three-day warning 
strike Is not — by the Histadrut. 
HA’ARETZ (Independent) . 
castigates the Government* for its 
policy ot {he "wholesale” Issuing of 
emergency back-to-work orders in 
many strikes, and then passing in 
silence over their violations. These 
emergency orders, the paper writes, 
“should be reserved for a few. par- 


ticularly grave instances. As things 
stand, however, back-to-work orders 
“which are neither honoured nor en- 
forced make a mockery of the law." 
The failure of the emergency 
orders policy “is another stage In the 
deterioration characterizing the 
Government's handling of labour 
relations." 

HATZOFEH (National Religious) 
also views the latest spate of strikes 
as “grave signs of total disintegra- 
tion in labour relations,” with the 
Government “helpless in the face of 
an intolerable situation.'' Recalling 
that the Knesset recently sent to 
committee a bill which would in- 
stitute compulsory arbitration — a 
bill opposed by the Government and 
the Histadrut — the paper wonders 
whether emergency back-to-work 
orders are “more pro-worker" than 
compulsory arbitration, which was 
presented by its opponents as “anti- 
worker." The paper calls for ex- 
pediting the legislative proce ss for 
the Compulsory Arbitration BOL 


MORE JEWS died for Germany in 
the First World War than In all of 
Israel’s wars. 

This statement is made by West 
German Defence Minister Georg 
Leber in his preface to Rolf Vogel’s 
book “Ein Stueck von Uns" (A Part 
of Us). The book, which documents 
Jewish participation in Germany’s 
army since 1813, points out that of 
500,000 Jews in Germany in 1914- 
1918. some 100,000 served in the 
Wehrmacht and 12,000 of them died 
for the Kaiser. 

Rolf Vogel, who is editor of 
“Report in Germany" was in- 
troduced to' the British public at a 
reception given by the West German 
Ambassador, Mr. Karl Gunther von 
Hase. last week. The Ambassador 
noted that Jewish participation and 
sacrifice In Germany's wars had 
been proportionally much higher 
than those of the German population 
in gen e ral and he regarded the book 
as an important weapon in the fight 
against anti-Semitism. M.S.

troduction by Sinyavsky, the latter’s 
name became especially respected. 


BUT THE BOOK was very soon 
removed from all the Soviet 
libraries; and Sinyavsky was 
arrested, along with a friend, Yuli 
Daniel. The confluence of two events 
made and Daniel the victims of 
cruel persecution. 

In 1956, Sinyavsky smuggled his 
first manuscripts to the West. It was 
an almost unprecedented step. 
Nobody (with the exception of 
Pasternak) had previously been 
prepared to publish anything unof- 
ficially in the West, let alone papers 
or books critical of the Soviet system 
or simply not in the style of so-called 


befog KGB boss. He left One of bis. 
own men in charge Of this powerful 
organization and succeeded in plac- 
ing other followers of his in im- 

portant positions. 

Hi a group was named Kom- 
somol" - after the Communist 
youth organization which Sbelepin ■ 
and his friends had led. It was a neo- 
Stalinist group which demanded 
strong repressive measures against , 
dissidents and nonconformists in the 
USSR, and accused the Party 
leadership of “liberaUsm.*’ It urged 
the complete rehabilitation of 
Stalin’s name and also tried to find 
support among nationalistle- 
oriented Russian groups. 


"Socialist realism." That’s why 
Sinvavsky tried to protect himself 


Sinyavsky tried to protect himself 
with the pseudonym “Abram Tertx.” 
He was first published only In 1959, 
and it appeared that the majority of 
experts considered Abram Tertz’a 
work a fraud. There were dis- 
cussions about the authenticity of his 
writing-. Only a few people in the 
West expected a “second literature” 
from Russia at that time. 


The KGB tried to find oat who the 
author was. After six yean, they 
finally succeeded In tracing 
Sinyavsky; but not before they had 
made several mistakes, which In- 
cluded searching the flat of the 
literary critic, Oxman. In the 
summer of 1965, they traced 
Sinyavsky and his friend Yuli 
Daniel, who had also beenpubliahing 
abroad since 1959. 

But there was another dimension 
to this case. At the time, there was a 
sharp struggle for power in the 
Kremlin — a new and ultimately un- 
successful strongman/ Alexander 
She le pin, began to challenge the 
Brezhnev-Kosygfo leadership. 

Shelepln already had a very im- 
portant position — he was Number 
Two man in the Party and. more- 
over, had come to this post after 


SINYAVSKY’S case was a godsend 
for Shelepfo. He decided to use it as a 
declaration of war against dis- 
sidents, but it was really a declara- 
tion of war against the leadership. 
The case was to show everybody the 
consequences of the wrong liberal 
policy initiated by Krushchev. - 

Of course, Sinyavsky and Daniel 
would have been arrested even if . 
there hadn’t been any political in- 
trigues, but then their trial would 
have been arranged secretly, 
without publicity and political fan- 
fare. 

Shelepln failed, and foe trial not 
only did not destroy dissent but 
awakened it to a considerable ex- 
tent. Alexander Ginzburg and. some 
of his friends published a record of 
the proceedings “The Sinyavsky 
Papers.” abroad, and were also im- 
prisoned. This provoked a wave of 
protest among many Soviet intellec- 
tuals. which also Influenced foe 
Zionist .movement in the Soviet 
Union. 

- Brezhnev evidently did not wont to 
play Shelepln *s game and was 
relatively tolerant of this wave of 
dissent, not because he was soft but 
because he was afraid that foe neo- 
Stalinism would harm his own posi- 
tion. Perhaps he was even interested

“MOONLIGHTING” ABROAD

Sir. — As former residents of Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, who were very much 
Involved in the promotion of aliya 
prior to our own aliya, we are very 
disturbed at what appears to be a 
rigid and unthinking approach by foe 
WZO authorities to the matter of

foe United States. After an earlier 
report of a “bad boy” shaliah who 
taught Sunday School for pay, we 
now see a negative attitude being 
taken to Aryel Mekel, foe WZO 
shaliah in Cincinnati. Here, we refer 
to Mr. Mekel’a “transgression” In 
working as a paid freelance reporter 
for Israel Radio while on assignment 
as the Cincinnati shaliah. 

For the record, let it be said that 
from foe reports we get from our 
Cincinnati friends who are involved 
in that city’s aliya activities, It 
appears that Mr. Mekel has been 
well received and is well thought of 
by foe Jewish community of that ci- 
ty. 

As is the case with Cincinnati and 
other cities in. the United States of 
similar make-up. foe promotion of 
aliya is no easy matter. The effec- 
tiveness of the local WZO shaliah is 
the key to doing whatever can be 
done. In order to be effective, the 
shaliah must have or attain a stature 
in the community independent of Ms 
status as the shaliah.

We are in no way ad- 
vocating that tbe shlihim have to 
become "rich American Jews,” but 
they have to make an appearance 
that Invites credibility from foe peo- 
ple they ore supposed to influence. 
What we are getting at is that there 
may be a bona flde need for extra 
money, and we can see nothing 
wrong with earning that money by 
doing something that is compatible 
with their primary mission, and 
which, moreover, will make foe per- 
formance of their primary minion 
more effective. 

We are aware of the abuses that- 
have occurred in caaea where 
shlihim “moonlighted” simply for 
their own benefit, end without any 
relation to their primary function as 
aAHAim. Such "moonlighting" 
should not and cannot he permitted.

One 
often witnesses such intrigues in the 
USSR. If an Issue is important for a 
leader’s personal ambitions, he is 
capable of acting against the in- 
terest* of the state. 




IN THE END, Shelepln was himself 
a victim of intrigue. When, in lSTS, 
he was Invited to England in Ws 
• capacity as boss of foe trade unions, 
there was. strangely enough, a large 
outcry among English left-wingers 
and liberals, who objected to ‘his 
presence and bis past activities as 
boas of foe KGB. 

Anyone who understand* the 
Soviet system knows that foe entire 
leaderehp shares equal responsibili- 
ty for every crime committed in foe 
Soviet Union. But no Soviet leader 
received quite such an unfriendly 
reception as Shelepln. One suspect* 
that all the British indignation in this 
case was carefully guided by 
Brezhnev or Andropov as a means of 
bringing down their dangerous 
colleague. Only a few days after Ids 
unsuccessful 'visit to England,' 
Shelepln was dismissed from bis 
post and disappeared from public 
view. 

Sinyavsky. whom Shelepln wanted, 
to destroy on the path towards dic- 
tatorship, not only lives but is work- 
ing to full capacity. He left foe Soviet 
Union in 1973, after almost seven 
years' Imprisonment, and settled in 
Paris with his wife, Maria, and their 
'twelve-year-old son, Igor. He was In- 
vited to teach 20 th-century Russian 
Poetry and Russian Aesthetics at foe 
Sorborme. And he has been tally 
accepted in French academic 
circles. 

Since his departure from Russia, 
he has also published several books. 
One of them describe* bis camp ex- 
periences; two are volumes of 
literary criticism (on Nikolai Gogol 
and Alexander Pushkin). R<1 at-
